(c) In the case of coir yarn in baled form 4.67 per cent o 
the nett weight may be added to find out the gross weight. 


3. Agency Commission:^—The basic price of all items, except 
coir yarn in baled form, is exclusive of any agency commission. 
In the case of coir yarn in baled form, 4% agency commission 
is allowed within the basic price. If agency commission over 
4 % is payable, the difference should be added to the basic price

4. Interest for delayed payments;—For delay in payments 
beyond 60 days interest fc''2% per month will have to be collected 
from the buyer for the actual number of days of delay beyond 
60 days. Delay for purposes of realisation of interest will be 
reckoned from 60 days of the date of Bill of Lading to the date 
of payment of the amount by the agent/bnycr to their bankers 
abroad and for which dodumentary evidence from the Foreign/ 
Indian Bank should be produced within two months from the 
date of payment of the bill. 

5. Insurance:—Insurance charges, if included in the contract 

will be calculated the quoted price. 

6. Quoting of Prices:—The prices quoted should be limited
